Board Of Directors 
y 0 r Year 1963 

Meetings: 

Your directors have met regu¬ 
larly throughout the year on the 
second Tuesday of each month, and 
on three special occasions, the or¬ 
ganization meeting on February 19 
and the meetings of October 17 
and 22. Regular meetings were 
held on the following dates: 

January 8; February 5; March 
11; April 9; May 31; June 11; July 
9; August 13; September 10; Oct¬ 
ober 11; November 12; December 
10 . 

A shareholders’ meeting was held 
on August 31, 1983. At this meet¬ 
ing the shareholders, by a vote of 
“9 to 1, decided to proceed with the 
construction of the first unit of 
the Scandinavian Centre along the 
general lines proposed by the Plan¬ 
ning Committee (S. J. Johnson, 
G. A. Larson, Harold Markstrom 
and J. Rama) and the Architect, 
Dr. Minsos. The contract to build 
was later awarded to R. Vollan 
Ltd. for $105,439.00.

Thorvald (Tom) Nielson came to 
Canada in the spring of 1924. He 
5 had a ticket from Denmark to 
Winnipeg, but on the the boat over, 
he met a farmer from a little 
town in Saskatchewan. He told him 
that he could get a job on a farm 
as soon as he got there, as there 
were farmers at the station every 
time a train came in to look for 
a hired man. So Tom got his ticket 
made over to Saskatchewan, and 
their destination, there were sev- 
sure enough, when they came to 
eral farmers waiting for the train, 
and so Tom was hired by a Nor¬ 
wegian farmer for $50.00 per month. 

It was real prairie, not a tree 
for many miles; in fact, the farm¬ 
er had a brother living 14 miles 
from him and on a clear day they 
could see his house. 

Tom took turns working for the 
two brothers, one a married man, 
the other a bachelor, for that first 
summer. When the winter came, 
there was nothing to do as it was 
strictly grain farming. So, the 
married couple told him he could 
stay with them for the board for 
the winter months. 

Tom was then busy learning the 
English language, as he could only 
talk German and Danish when he 
came to this country. It did no! 
take him long to learn, and when 
his wife came over in the fall of 
1924, he got along extra well with 
with the language. He and his wife 
wefe then hired by a well-to-do 
farmer in the same district. He 
was to have $50.00 and his wife 
$30.00 a month. Of course, the 
wife’s duties were to cook and keep 
house. 

This farmer was a bachelor and 
had a big steam threshing outfit. 
He went around to thresh for 
people all fall. 

That summer the farmer built a 
big barn v so the wife had 14 men 
to cook for. It was quite a different 
life from sitting in an office in 
Copenhagen, but they both loved 
everything about their new life. 
Then at Christmas, 1925, their first 
baby girl was born. Those were 
happy days for these three people. 
Tom began to think about owning 
his own farm, but he had the idea 
he wanted to see Alberta before he 
settled down. So they packed up 
and went to Alberta. 

In the spring of 1926, the first 
job was for a Norwegian farmer 
in Lougheed. But Tom was not sat¬ 
isfied there so they only stayed 
three months. They arrived in Ed¬ 
monton in the spring of 1926, but 
jobs in Alberta were not the same 
as in Saskatchewan. They rented 


an old log house in the city foe 
$8.00 per month and Tom did all 
kinds of odd jobs. In fact, he 
worked both day and night. There 
was no shortage of odd jobs in 
those days. 

Then he saw an ad in the Ed¬ 
monton Journal one day about rent¬ 
ing a farm in the Cherill district 
The result was that once again he 
took his wife and child on a trip 
It was in the winter and it was 
cold in those days. They drove 18 
miles in a cutter with an old horse 
in 60 below zero weather. Tom 
still talks about that trip. It was 
not so funny to have a wife and 
child along in that kind of weath 
er, but they made it and found the 
place at last. 

Nobody was there to greet them 
and the house they had to live in 
was a henhouse 10 x 14 with no 
ceiling and only one room to be 
used for kitchen, bedroom and liv 
ng room. They were to stay there 
'or the winter for $15.00 a month 
and their board. 

When the snow started .0 go, 
Tom thought he better have a look 
around to see what the land was 
like as he was going to rent what 
he was told was 150 acres broken. 

After he had been around, he 
came back to his wife and told 
her that he did not think there 
were more than about 15 acres un¬ 
der cultivation. He sent for the 
"armer to come out and all he 
juld get it to be by counting one 
acre over there, half acre there, 
and so on, was exactly 14Vi acres. 
Once again he packed up and went 
back to Edmonton. 

The very next day he was offered 
a job for himself and his wife to 
look after three quarters of a sec¬ 
tion of land in Spruce Grove, the 
owner living in Clover Bar. That 
was a wonderful opportunity and he 
loved that place as if it were his 
own. But after three years he 
thought he had better quit and 
’ook for a place of his own. 

He bought a quarter section at 
Ardrossan where he worked and 
daved for 18 years. You see, Tom 
bought that farm in the spring of 
1930 and that fall everything went 
to pieces and lasted for 10 years. 
In the meantime, /Tom started do¬ 
ing carpenter work as he had al¬ 
ways been handy with tools and 
always loved making things as he 
still does today. 

This is a little of the life history 
of Tom Nielson. Today he lives in 
Edmonton, surrounded by five mar¬ 
ried children and 13 grandchildren. 
He is still doing fine carpenter 
work and is never out of a job.

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LOOKING AHEAD... 


We met for the first time as Scan¬ 
dinavians determined to build a 
Centre, on October 5, 1953. If I 
had thought that it would take over 
10 years to come this far, I think 
I would hawe resigned from the 
Board of Directors right then and 
there. What made progress so slow? 
There is only one answer . . . 
“money”. Scandinavians have been 
slow to invest. If 1,500 shareholders 
had invested ten years ago, we 
would have had a Centre long ago. 
Now that the Centre is actually un¬ 
der construction, we hope enthus¬ 
iasm will be expressed in a stepped- 
up purchase of shares. 

You have heard the report of pro¬ 
gress during the last year. So much 
for looking backward! 

Now let’s look forward! This falls 
naturally into two phases . . . “What 
shall we accomplish in the immed¬ 
iate future, in 1964 — What shall 
the long-term development plan 
be?” 

For a moment let us consider the 
long-term development plan for the 
3.28 acres we own. What do wo 
want in the way of facilities’ What 
do we want the whole to look like? 
Suffice it to say that an OVER-ALL 
PLAN is long overdue, but it is still 
not too late. I think we should have 
a Planning Committee to bring in 
a long-term plan for discussion. 
Then we can fit the pieces as wc 
get the money to do it. I think we 
would do well to instruct the new 
Board of Directors to institute ac¬ 
tion along this line. 

Now for the immediate future. 
We must get the first unit now un¬ 
der construction into operation on a 
profitable basis. During 1963, Mr. 
Don Shaw did some cost account¬ 
ing and came to the conclusion that 
it would cost $1,000 per month or 
$12,000 a year to operate the Centre. 


These gfiures were presented to 
the Board of Directors and are as¬ 
sumed to be reasonable. If that be 
the case, we need to budget for an 
income of $15,000 a year. Our chief 
source of income will be from rental 
of space. It would appear possible 
and reasonable to secure $10,000 
from the main floor and $5,000 
from the basement. 

On the main floor the dining and 
social rooms would have to earn 
$200 per ween for 50 weeks each 
year. Breaking it down still further, 
the soiial room could be rented for, 
say $75 on Friday and Saturday; 
the other $50 would have to be earn¬ 
ed the other five days of the week. 

Now for the basement. I under¬ 
stand that plans are in the making 
to provide Salons for the various 
countries. It appears at the mom¬ 
ent that there is not sufficient space 
for 5 large salons, so it has been sug¬ 
gested that there be 4 — 3 large 
ones about 800 sq. ft. each, for the 
Norwegian, the Swedish and the 
Danish Salons, with the 4th shared 
by the Finnish and Icelandic groups. 
It is hoped that the associate,organ¬ 
izations will take over these salons 
and develop and decorate them to 
be truly representative of their 
home-lands. When ready, they could 
no doubt, easily be rented to smaller 
meetings at say $20.00 a night. This 
would mean that a Society would 
only have to sent their space once 
a week for 50 weeks in a year to 
raise $1,000. It would further mean 
that they would have rent-free space 
for the other six days of the week. 
Each Society will have a Scandin¬ 
avian Committee, as they now have, 
to work closely in co-operation 
with the manager of the Centre to 
rent their space when not in use. 
In this way it would actually be 
possible for each Society to make 
money on the space allocated to it.

Nobel Prizes 
Awarded 

There are thirteen flag days in 
Sweden and December 10th is one 
of these memorable days, being 
“Nobel Day”. Alfred Nobel, a Swed¬ 
ish inventor of numerous things, a- 
mong them dynamite (which he 
thought would make war impossi¬ 
ble), ccumulated a vast fortune. In 
his will he requested yearly awards 
be presented to men of outstanding 
ability, to encourage genius. The 
Nobel Foundation, besides other ac- 
‘ivities, has given away millions of 
dollars in prizes. King Gustav pre¬ 
sented these awards in 1963 to Hun¬ 
garian born Dr. Eugene Wigner of 
Princeton University for basic re¬ 
search on the nature of the atom’s 
nucleus and its particles. He re¬ 
ceived half the $51,000 physics prize 
with the other half shared by Dr. 
Maria Goeppert Mayer of the Uni¬ 
versity of California at La Jolla 
and Prof. Hans A. Jensen of Heid¬ 
elberg for their findings on atomic 
shell structure.

The other half of the 
$51,000 prize went to the Interna¬ 
tional Red Cross Committee. Dr. 
Linus Paulding was given the de- 
layyed Peace Prize for 1962. He is 
a research chemist from the Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Technology. 

This memorable ceremony is fol¬ 
lowed by a banquet in Town Hall 
where the Nobel winners give their 
after dinner speeches.

You will note that share sales 
were high at the beginning of the 
year; then again at the end of the 
year. Why? At the beginning of 
the year Scandinavians were buying 
shares six months in advance of 
he planned Charter Flight on June

Then we need 
another $25,000.00 to finish the 
Centre so that it can be put into 
operation. We can do it, if Scand¬ 
inavians will now finally rally to 
the cause. It must be our aim 
at all costs to have the first unit 
of the Centre paid for in 1964.
